ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

Kurdish protesters clashed 
with police in Turkey leav¬ 
ing at least 14 people 
dead and scores injured 
Tuesday as demonstrators 
in Brussels forced their way 
into the European Parlia¬ 
ment, part of Europe-wide 
demonstrations against 
the Islamic State group’s 
advance on a town on the 
Syrian-Turkish border. 
Turkey’s private Dogan 
news agency reported 8 
dead in the eastern city 
of Diyarbakir and that the 
other victims died in cities 
in the east as police used

Protests were reported 
in cities across Turkey on 
Tuesday, after Islamic State 
fighters backed by tanks 
and artillery engaged in 
heavy street battles with 
the town’s Kurdish defend¬ 
ers. 

Police used water cannons 
and tear gas to disperse 
demonstrators in Istanbul 
and in the desert town of 
Kucuk Kenderciler, near 
Kobani on the Turkish side 
of fhe border.

Parliament. Once inside, 
some protesters were re¬ 
ceived by Parliament Presi¬ 
dent Martin Schulz, who 
promised to discuss the 
Kurds' plight with NATO 
and EU leaders. 

In Germany, home to West¬ 
ern Europe’s largest Kurd¬ 
ish population, about 600 
people demonstrated in 
Berlin on Tuesday, accord¬ 
ing to police. Hundreds 
demonstrated in other 
German cities. Austria, too, 
saw protests.

IMF trims its forecast for 
global economic growth

WASHINGTON (AP) — The International Monetary Fund 
slightly lowered its outlook for global economic growth 
this year and next, mostly because of weaker expan¬ 
sions in Japan, Latin America and Europe. 

The IMF said Tuesday the global economy will grow 3.3 
percent this year, one-tenth of a point below what it 
forecast in July. World growth should then pick up to 
3.8 percent in 2015, two-tenths of a point lower than its 
previous estimate, the IMF said in the latest installment 
of its World Economic Outlook. 

The global lending organization has a more optimistic 
view of the U.S. economy, which it expects will grow 

2.2 percent this year, up from an earlier forecast of 1.7 
percent. Its forecast for 3.1 percent growth in the U.S. 
next year was unchanged. 

Still, the global lending organization warned that the 
U.S., Europe and Japan could face years of sluggish 
growth unless governments take steps to accelerate 
activity. It acknowledged that it has frequently cut its 
forecasts in the past several years, and said that was 
partly because of slower long-run growth in advanced 
economies. 

“The recovery continues, but it is weak and it is un¬ 
even,” Olivier Blanchard, chief economisf af fhe IMF, 
said at a press conference. 

Blanchard warned fhaf low interest rates have made 
investors “too complacent” in the advanced econo¬ 
mies, particularly about the uncertainty around interest 
rates in the U.S. That could trigger sharp falls in financial 
markets, especially if rates rise faster than expected. 
U.S. Treasury Secretary Jacob Lew had stronger words 
for the rest of the world. While the U.S. took decisive 
steps after the 2008 financial crisis to bolster its econo¬ 
my, other nations haven’t been as aggressive to solve 
their own economic problems, he said Tuesday. 

“I don’t think the United States alone can pull the glob¬ 
al economy to where it needs to be," Lew said during 
an appearance at the Peterson Institute for Inferna- 
fional Economics. 

IMF’s Blanchard also cited turmoil in the Ukraine and 
Middle East as risks to global growth, though for now 
the economic impact is limited to the countries in¬ 
volved. The IMF forecasts that Russia’s economy will 
be brought to a near-standstill by sanctions and falling 
confidence among internafional investors. 

The IMF forecasts that growth in the 18 countries that 
use the euro will be just 0.8 percent this year, down 
from 1.1 percent in its July forecast. It lowered its 2015 
projection to 1.3 percent from 1.5 percent. 

Japan will grow just 0.9 percent in 2014, the fund said, 
down from the 1.6 percent pace the IMF previously 
projected. It sees Japan’s growth slipping to 0.8 per¬ 
cent in 2015, down from its July estimate of 1 percent. 
The world’s No. 3 economy has slowed after a large 
sales tax took effect this spring. 

It left its forecasts for China unchanged at 7.4 percent 
this year and 7.1 percent in 2015. While those figures 
would be healthy for most nations, they represent the 
slowest growth for China in decades. 

The fund also sharply cut its forecast for Latin America 
and the Caribbean, which it now expects to grow just 

1.3 percent in 2014, down from a July estimate of 2 
percent. Growth will be 2.2 percent in 2015, down from 
2.6 percent. The figures largely reflect weakness in Bra¬ 
zil. 

The report is being released ahead of this weekend’s 
annual joint meetings of the IMF and World Bank in 
Washington.^

Ebola. Obama still plans to 
spend a few days a week 
for the rest of October out¬ 
side Washington, helping 
rally support for Democrats 
in key races, aides said, 
with his schedule ramping 
up in the final days be¬ 
fore the Nov. 4 elections.

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Gay marriage bans in Idaho, Nevada struck down

BOISE, Idaho (AP) — A 

federal appeals court de¬ 
clared gay marriage le¬ 
gal in Idaho and Nevada 
on Tuesday, a day after 
thell.S. Supreme Court ef¬ 
fectively legalized same- 
sex marriage in 30 other 
states. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco 
struck down Idaho and Ne¬ 
vada’s bans on gay mar¬ 
riage, ruling they violated 
equal protection rights. 
Judge Stephen Reinhardt 
wrote for a unanimous 
three-judge panel that 
laws that treat people dif¬ 
ferently based on sexual 
orientation are unconstitu¬ 
tional unless there is a com¬ 
pelling government inter¬ 
est. He wrote that neither 
Idaho nor Nevada offered 
any legitimate reasons to 
discriminate against gay

— A woman accused of 
fleeing the country with her 
daughter during a custo¬ 
dy dispute with her former 
partner has been indicted 
on new charges along 
with a Virginia businessman 
and a Mennonite mission¬ 
ary who prosecutors say 
helped her after she said 
she was no longer a lesbi¬ 
an. 

Business owner Philip Zod- 
hiates is scheduled to be 
arraigned Wednesday on 
charges he brought Lisa 
Miller to Buffalo in Septem¬ 
ber 2009 and helped her 
and her daughter, Isabella, 
cross the border into Can¬ 
ada. 

Zodhiates, Miller and mis¬ 
sionary Timothy Miller were 
charged in a federal indict¬ 
ment last month with inter¬ 
national parental kidnap- 


couples. 

State and federal court 
judges have been strik¬ 
ing down bans at a rapid 
rate since last year’s land¬ 


ping and conspiracy, but 
only Zodhiates is believed 
to be in the country and 
available to answer the 
charges in court. He did not 
return a call for comment 
Tuesday. 

Lisa Miller and Timothy Mill¬ 
er, who are not related, are 
believed to be in Central 
America, where Timothy 
Miller worked as a mission¬ 
ary. He has acknowledged 
helping Lisa Miller and her 
daughter, who’s now 12 
years old, reach Nicara¬ 
gua. 

The girl’s other parent, Ja¬ 
net Jenkins, has been seek¬ 
ing her return for five years. 
“Isabella, like any other 
child, deserves to grow up 
in her home country with 
parents and relatives who 
love her,” Jenkins said in a 
statement provided by her 
attorney, Sarah Star.

Jenkins and Lisa Miller en¬ 
tered a civil union in Ver¬ 
mont in 2000 and split in 
2003.

“This proposition reflects a 
crass and callous view of 
parental love and the pa¬ 
rental bond that is not wor¬ 
thy of response,” Reinhardt 
wrote. “We reject it out of 
hand.” 

The court also has jurisdic¬ 
tion in three other states 
that still have marriage 
bans in place: Alaska, Ari¬ 
zona and Montana. Law¬ 
suits challenging bans in 
those states are still pend¬ 
ing in lower courts and 
have not reached the 9th 
Circuit. 

Technically, the court up¬ 
held a trial judge’s ruling 
striking down Idaho’s ban 
and reversed a lower court 
ruling upholding Nevada’s 
ban. 

Reinhardt ordered a 
“prompt issuance" of a 
lower court order to let 
same-sex couples wed In 
Nevada. 

Monte Neil Stewart, the 
Idaho-based attorney 
who argued the case for 
Nevada on behalf of the 
Coalition for the Protec¬ 
tion of Marriage, declined 
to say whether he’ll chal¬ 
lenge the order for the 
prompt start to same-sex 
marriages. Nevada's gov¬ 
ernor and attorney general 
dropped out of the appeal 
earlier this year. □

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US warming up to idea of lower heating bills this winter

NEW YORK (AP) — Heat¬ 
ing bills should be lower this 
winter because the deep 
freeze that chilled much of 
the nation last year is un¬ 
likely to return. 

Last year, persistently low 
temperatures across the 
Midwest, South and East 
forced people to crank up 
the heat. The high demand 
jacked up the price of 
some fuels, especially pro¬ 
pane. Heating bills soared. 
This year, milder tempera¬ 
tures should reduce hom¬ 
eowners' fuel use, accord¬ 
ing to the Energy Depart¬ 
ment's annual prediction 
of winter heating costs. 
The price of propane and 
heating oil should be low¬ 
er, helping those customers 
save even more. 
“Temperatures are forecast 
to be warmer than last win¬ 
ter and that means less de¬ 
mand for heat,” said Adam 
Sieminski, administrator of 
the Energy Department's 
Energy Information Admin¬ 
istration, in a statement. 
Lower energy costs give 
the economy a boost. This 
winter, some customers 


could see savings of nearly 
$800 on their heating bills, 
according to the EIA. Gas¬ 
oline prices are expected 
to soon drop below $3 
per gallon on average in 
up to 30 states. Consum¬ 
ers will have more money 
to spend on other things, 
and consumer spending is 
70 percent of the nation's 
economy. 

But it's probably not wise 
to spend those hoped-for 
savings just yet. 

Some of the conditions that 
helped bring record-cold 
temperatures to the mid¬ 
dle of the country still exist, 
according to Matt Rodg¬ 
ers of Commodity Weather 
Group, which forecasts 
weather and heating de¬ 
mand for energy compa¬ 
nies. 

The warm water in the 
North Pacific that helped 
push polar air south into the 
U.S. still remains, he says. 
There is also more moisture 
in the jet stream thanks to 
warmer water in the tropi¬ 
cal Pacific that could gen¬ 
erate more East Coast and 
Southeast snow.

NATURAL GAS 
Nearly half the nation’s 
households heat with nat¬ 
ural gas, and they will see 
a sharp increase in prices, 
especially in the North¬ 
east. On average the retail 
price will rise 5.8 percent to 
$10.57 per 1,000 cubic feet. 
Northeast customers will 
see a rise of 6.8 percent, to 
$12.42 per 1,000 cubic feet, 
the highest in the country. 
Natural gas wholesale 
prices are higher than they 
were last year, in part be¬ 
cause last year's cold win¬ 
ter drained gas in storage. 
Storage levels are 11 per¬ 
cent below their five-year 
average for this time of 
year. New England prices 
are higher because there 
is not enough space on 
existing pipelines to carry 
the increasing amount of 
gas needed in the region 
for heating and generating 
electricity. 

The average natural gas bill 
for the October-to-March 


last year, because custom¬ 
ers are expected to use 
less. Natural gas remains 
the cheapest heating fuel 
by far. 

ELECTRICITY 

Electricity prices are heav¬ 
ily influenced by natural 
gas prices, so they're on 
the rise. But electricity cus¬ 
tomers should use less this 
winter, resulting in lower 
heating bills for many. 

The natural gas pipeline 
constraints are pushing 
power prices sharply higher 
in the Northeast. The En¬ 
ergy Department predicts 
northeast power prices will 
rise 12 percent this winter. 
Electric utilities in Massa¬ 
chusetts and New Hamp¬ 
shire have warned custom¬ 
ers that prices will rise up to 
47 percent. 

Average bills are expected 
to fall nationwide however, 
to $938 from $955. Thirty- 
nine percent of U.S. cus¬ 
tomers heat with electricity. 

HEATING OIL 

Heating oil customers will 
get a big break on their 
bills, both because of low¬ 
er consumption and lower 
prices. 

Lower global crude oil pric¬ 
es are helping push heat¬ 
ing oil prices to their lowest 


the average price will be 
$3.63 per gallon, down 
from $3.88 last year. 

Only 5 percent of U.S. 
households use heating oil, 
but they tend to be in very 
cold areas, especially in 
the Northeast. 

Heating oil customers will 
pay $1,992 on average, 
$362 less than last year. 

PROPANE 

The propane market was 
thrown into chaos last year. 
Supplies were low going 
into the winter thanks to 
high demand for use in 
drying crops. Then the Mid¬ 
west, where propane use is 
most prevalent, got socked 
by the cold, boosting de¬ 
mand even further. 

Local distribution compa¬ 
nies saw supplies fall sharp¬ 
ly and prices skyrocketed. 
The Energy Department 
says supplies going into this 
winter are higher than at 
any time since at least 1993 
and demand is expected 
to be lower. That will lead to 
an average price of $1.99 
per gallon in the Midwest, 
down 24 percent from last 
year’s record average of 
$2.61.

American job openings rise in August as hiring falls

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

employers advertised the 
most job openings in near¬ 
ly 14 years during August, 
yet their pace of hiring fell 
compared to July. 

The number of available 
jobs rose 230,000 to 4.84 
million during the month, 
the Labor Department said 
Tuesday. Restaurants, ho¬ 
tels and health care pro¬ 
viders drove much of the 
increase, which resulted in 
the most openings since 
January 2001. 

But total hiring fell 294,000 
to 4.64 million, driven by de¬ 
clines in construction and 
retail. This suggests a po¬ 
tential mismatch between 
the wages employers are 


willing to pay and the skills 
of the workers available to 


be hired. 

Still, the report suggests 


that employers expect 
economic growth to con¬ 
tinue, creating a need for 
more workers. The Septem¬ 
ber jobs report showed that 
employers added 248,000 
jobs last month, as the un¬ 
employment rate slid to 5.9 
percent from 6.1 percent. 
“This is more evidence that 
we should expect further 
robust gains in employment 
over the next few months 
and, consequently, further 
declines in the unemploy¬ 
ment rate,” said Paul Ash¬ 
worth, chief U.S. economist 
at Capital Economics. 

The big question is when 
wage growth will meaning¬ 
fully surpass inflation. Aver¬ 
age hourly wages are up 
just 2.3 percent over the 
past 12 months. 


Tuesday's report, known 
as the Job Openings and 
Labor Turnover survey or 
JOLTS, provides a more de¬ 
tailed look at the job mar¬ 
ket than the monthly em¬ 
ployment report. It includes 
figures for overall hiring, as 
well as the number of quits 
and layoffs. The monthly 
jobs figures are a net total 
of job gains or losses. 
Federal Reserve Chair Ja¬ 
net Yellen has been closely 
monitoring JOLTS data as 
she considers when the Fed 
should begin to raise short¬ 
term interest rates from 
near-zero levels. Job open¬ 
ings have climbed 23 per¬ 
cent in the past 12 months, 
a clear sign that employers 
are searching for addition¬ 
al workers. □ 


Lew calls to boost growth

WASHINGTON (AP) — Trea¬ 
sury Secretary Jacob Lew 
said Tuesday that the U.S. 
economy is strengthening, 
but he is concerned that 
other nations are not doing 
their part to boost global 
growth. The United States 
took decisive steps after 
the 2008 financial crisis to 
get its economy growing, 
he said. In contrast, he de¬ 
scribed a less determined 
response by other nations 
to their own economic 
problems. Lew stressed a 
“need for more action in 
quite a number of parts of 
the world," although he 
didn't single out specific 
countries. “I don't think the 
United States alone can 
pull the global economy to 
where it needs to be,” Lew 
said during an appearance 
at the Peterson Institute 
to preview this weekend’s 
meetings of the 188-na- 
tion International Monetary 
Fund and its sister lending 


agency, the World Bank. 
The IMF on Tuesday 
trimmed its outlook for glob¬ 
al growth, reflecting weak¬ 
er expansions in Europe, 
Japan and Latin America. 
It also warned that the 
United States, Europe and 
Japan could face years of 
sluggish growth unless gov¬ 
ernment took steps to ac¬ 
celerate activity. The U.S. 
dollar has been strength¬ 
ening in recent weeks, a 
development that could 
harm U.S. growth prospects 
by making its products less 
competitive in global mar¬ 
kets. At the same time, de¬ 
clines in the value of other 
global currencies such as 
the Japanese yen and 
euro could boost exports in 
those regions. 

“We have called on many 
countries in the world to 
take decisive action to get 
their economies to grow,” 
Lew said in response to a 
question about whether 
he had concerns over a 
strengthening dollar.Q

Tea ceremony still a respite from fast-paced world

NEW YORK (AP) — Despite 
the rapid pace of our high- 
tech world, or perhaps 
because of it, the ancient 
Japanese tradition of tea 
ceremony is as popular as 
ever, with tea ceremony 
schools, demonstrations 
and quiet tatami-mat tea 
rooms thriving in cities 
around the world. 

The Urasenke Chanoyu 
school of tea ceremony, 
founded in the 17th cen¬ 
tury in Kyoto, Japan, is 
one of the world's largest. 
Guided by the deceptive¬ 
ly simple mission of “seek¬ 
ing peacefulness in a bowl 
of tea,” its network of 
schools holds classes and 
demonstrations. In addi¬ 
tion, other small Japanese 
tea rooms can be found 
hidden away amid the 
bustle of many large cities. 
"If you practice tea, you 
become more attentive 
to things in general. And 
some people say concen¬ 
trating on tea ceremony 
is therapeutic,” said Ma- 
sako Soyu Miyahara, a se¬ 
nior instructor at Urasenke 
in Manhattan, which has 
over 100 students. 
Founded in 1964, the 
center is on the site of 
a 130-year-old carriage 
house. The traditional in¬ 
teriors of its elegant tea 
rooms, imported from Ja¬ 
pan, feature a half-dozen 
precious woods and care¬ 
fully crafted paper screens 
and straw tatami mats. 
"Students come in from 
the hectic busy world, and 
when they leave they feel 
calm,” Miyahara said. 

The ceremony involves far 
more than taking a hand¬ 
made bamboo whisk to

The rustling of kimonos 
and gently sliding pa¬ 
per screens replaces the 
sound of honking taxis.

Tea 
is prepared alongside a 
ceramic charcoal brazier 
and served gracefully in 
handmade bowls, the best 
of which are so individual 
they are given evocative 
names like "perpetual cel¬ 
ebration” or "summer festi¬ 
val music.” 

The tea ceremony, which 
is slow and meditative 
and can last from one to 
four hours, usually takes 
place on tatami mats in 
tea rooms featuring pre¬ 
cious woods and paper 
shoji screens. A Japanese 
tea room traditionally 
has an alcove in which 
a scroll with poetry and 
some carefully arranged 
seasonal flowers are dis¬ 
played. Dessert is served, 
and then the tea, made 
slowly using ancient uten¬ 
sils over a low ceramic 
stove. The tea is sipped, 
and the last sip enjoyed 
with a quick, purposeful 
and often sonorous slurp. 
The tea bowl can then 
be cradled in both hands 
to be examined and ap¬ 
preciated, giving way to 
delicate and carefully 
choreographed conver¬ 
sation. If the guests have 
appreciated and enjoyed 
the shared moment, the 
gathering is deemed a 
success. Although tradi¬ 
tional-style tea rooms are 
difficult to find, even in Ja¬ 
pan, they can be readily 
found online. Reservations

— Islamic State fighters 
were poised to capture a 
strategic Syrian town on 
the Turkish border, Turkey’s 
president warned Tuesday, 
even as Kurdish forces bat¬ 
tled to expel the extremists 
from their footholds on the 
outskirts. 

The outgunned Kurdish 
fighters struggling to de¬ 
fend Kobani got a small 
boost from a series of U.S.- 
led airstrikes against the 
militants that sent huge 
columns of black smoke 
into the sky. Limited coali¬ 
tion strikes have done little 
to blunt the Islamic State 
group’s three-week offen¬ 
sive, and its fighters have 
relentlessly shelled the 
town in preparation for a 
final assault. 

Warning that the aerial 
campaign alone was not 
enough to halt the Islamic 
State group’s advance. 


Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan called 
for greater cooperation 
with the Syrian opposition, 
which is fighting both the 
extremists and forces loyal 
to Syrian President Bashar 
Assad. 

“Kobani is about to fall," Er¬ 
dogan told Syrian refugees 
in the Turkish town of Ga- 
ziantep, near the border. 
“We asked for three things: 
One, for a no-fly zone to be 
created; Two, for a secure 
zone parallel to the region 
to be declared; and for 
the moderate opposition in 
Syria and Iraq to be trained 
and equipped.” 

Erdogan’s comments did 
not signal a shift in Tur¬ 
key’s position: He has said 
repeatedly that Ankara 
wants to see a more com¬ 
prehensive strategy for 
Syria before it commits to 
military involvement in the 
U.S.-led coalition. 

Turkish tanks and other 
ground forces have been 
stationed along the border 


within a few hundred yards 
of the fighting in Kobani, 
also known as Ayn Arab, 
but have not intervened. 
And while Turkey said just 
days ago that it wouldn’t 
let Kobani fall, there’s no 


indication the government 
is prepared to make a ma¬ 
jor move to save it. 

Since mid-September, 
the militant onslaught has 
forced some 200,000 peo¬ 
ple to flee Kobani and sur¬ 


rounding villages, and ac¬ 
tivists say more than 400 
people have been killed 
in the fighting.

Israel fires into Lebanon after Hezbollah attack

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
fired toward Hezbollah po¬ 
sitions in southern Lebanon 
on Tuesday after the Shiite 
guerrillas set off an explo¬ 
sion along the tense border 
that wounded two Israeli 
soldiers, in the most serious 
incident between the two 
countries in months. 

The Israeli military said sol¬ 
diers were on a patrol when 
an explosive device went 
off.

Is¬ 
raeli forces then responded 
by firing artillery toward two 
Hezbollah positions in Leb¬ 
anon. On its Al Manor TV 
station, Hezbollah issued a 
statement claiming respon¬ 


sibility for the blast, saying 
it targeted an Israeli patrol. 
The admission marked a 
rare instance of an open 
clash between the two 
bitter enemies and a stark 
flare-up after years of rela¬ 
tive calm. Israel and Leba¬ 
non have been in a state of 
war for six decades, but the 
border area has remained 
largely quiet since a month¬ 
long war in the summer of 
2006 between Israel and 
Hezbollah. There have 
been sporadic outbursts of 
violence since then.

European Union: 

Frustration mounts over unemployment

MILAN (AP) — Protesters 
who tried to scale the walls 
of the royal palace in Na¬ 
ples where the European 
Central Bank was meeting 
last week embodied the 
frustration of 26 million job¬ 
less Europeans. 

With the policymakers 
literally behind fortified 
walls, symbolically isolated 
from the stark realities of 
the economy, the 3,000 
demonstrators outside ex¬ 
pressed their anger at lead¬ 
ers' inability to create jobs. 
“I would like to tell them 
that the money has to be 
delivered to the workers, 
the salaries have to be 
raised in order to boost the 
real economy,” Enzo De 
Vincenzo, a union coordi¬ 
nator in Naples, said during 
the protest. 

European Union leaders will 
try to show some solidarity 
when they meet Wednes¬ 
day in Milan for a one-day 


summit on how to create 
jobs. 

Expectations are low, 
however. Rather than any 
big announcements, the 
leaders are likely to nudge 
along programs start last 
year to find jobs for Europe's 
youfh, nearly one-quarter 
of whom are jobless. They 
will also discuss structural 
reforms to relaunch growth 
in the eurozone and bring 
down unemployment, 
which remains near record 
highs at 11.5 percent. 

At the center of the de¬ 
bate will be the growing 
divide between countries 
like Italy and France who 
want to slow down the 
pace of spending cuts to 
avoid hurting growth, and 
Germany, which has long 
been the main enforcer of 
austerity policies and bud¬ 
get rules. 

Greater spending by gov¬ 
ernments on roads and 
schools can help growth. 
The problem is many Eu¬ 


ropean states — including 
Italy and France — have 
high debt they are trying to 
lower. 

“There is no employment 
without growth. There is 
no growth without em¬ 
ployment," Italian Premier 
Matteo Renzi told report¬ 
ers Tuesday. “These two 
elements are very tied to¬ 
gether.” 

Caught in the middle of 
the debate over the merits 
of austerity are the jobless, 
who are still struggling to 
find work.

East Ukraine rebels keep 
up battle to take airport

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — Defense officials in Ukraine said 
Tuesday there has been no letup in efforts by pro-Rus- 
sia separatist fighters in the east to capture the airport 
in the main rebel-held city of Donetsk. 

Security spokesman Andriy Lysenko said rebels fired 
on the terminal from tanks, artillery systems and mul¬ 
tiple rocket launchers. 

A cease-fire that nominally came into effect one 
month ago has been routinely flouted, with substan¬ 
tial shelling concentrated in the area around Donetsk 
airport. 

Fighting has also been reported in numerous other 
parts of the Donetsk region. 

A senior U.S. diplomat visiting Ukraine called for an 
end on the assault on the airport, which remains un¬ 
der the control of government forces, and for hostili¬ 
ties to be suspended in other nearby towns. 

In a veiled reference to Russia's widely claimed back¬ 
ing of separatist forces, U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Victoria Nuland demanded that foreign armed 
forces be pulled ouf of Ukraine. 

“The shooting has not stopped, and the shooting must 
stop," Nuland told students at a university in Kiev. “All 
foreign forces and foreign equipment must be with¬ 
drawn.” 

While the airport does not bear immediate tactical 
significance for separatist forces devoid of any air 
power, the terminal’s proximity to their primary strong¬ 
hold is viewed as potentially undermining their longer- 
term security goals. 

Residential buildings are frequently hit in Donetsk as a 
result of shelling duels. Donetsk city authorities say four 
civilians were killed Monday. 

Rebels and government officials regularly frade accu¬ 
sations over who is responsible for the civilian deaths. 
Separatist fighters have been observed launching 
artillery strikes from locations within residential areas, 
eliciting hasty responses from Ukrainian troops that 
often miss their mark and hit houses. On Tuesday, As¬ 
sociated Press reporters observed rebels firing weap¬ 
ons from the top floor of a largely deserted nine-story 
apartment overlooking the airport. 

Rebels accuse of government forces of unwarranted 
and arbitrary attacks on the civilian population. 

The Organization of Security and Cooperation in Eu¬ 
rope is next week expected to come into delivery 
of two drones that will enable it to improve efforts 
to monitor violations of the Sept. 5 cease-fire agree- 
ment.Ukrainian President Petro Poroshenko told a del¬ 
egation of officials from OSCE member states Tues¬ 
day that he eventually wanted to see 1,500 observers 
deployed in the east and that at least 29 drones be 
put at their disposal.

HONG KONG (AP) — In the 

Hong Kong protests, not all 
is as it seems. 

From the shadows of the 
city’s mass street protests, 
murky characters have 
emerged. Allegations have 
spread among protesters, 
the local media and online 
that triad gangsters, paid 
demonstrators, police pre¬ 
tending to be protest lead¬ 
ers, and even a stuntman 
feigning suicidal tenden¬ 
cies have arrayed them¬ 
selves against the students 
and the Occupy Central 
movement. 

Part of this is to do with ru¬ 
mors flying around in a con¬ 
tinually changing situation, 
with no time for people to 
verify what they read or 
hear. But with the Chinese 
Communist Party in the 
background after taking 
control from Britain in 1997, 
Hong Kong citizens are 
ever ready to believe such 
claims of duplicity. 

Michael DeGolyer, a po¬ 
litical economist at Hong 
Kong Baptist University, 
said there is a “wedge of 
distrust” within Hong Kong 
society because there is 
a coyness about who be¬ 
longs to the Communist 
Party — which does not of¬ 
ficially exist as a party with¬ 
in the political system here 
— while another section of 
society suspects there are 
foreign interests giving di¬ 
rections within this former 
colony. 

“There are rich grounds for 
suspicion from both the 
pro-democracy groups, 
or you might say the pro- 
American or pro-British 
groups, and the pro-gov¬ 
ernment, or you might say 
the pro-Beijing groups, that 
they are not being honest 
about really who is encour¬ 
aging them or giving them 
money or directing them," 


DeGolyer said. “This is not 
a society that is character¬ 
ized by a huge degree of 
trust.” 

This atmosphere of distrust 
has come to the fore dur¬ 
ing days of protests by stu¬ 
dents and Occupy Central, 
an alliance of pro-democ¬ 
racy activists, who are call¬ 
ing for genuine democratic 
reforms in this semiautono- 
mous region. 

When police fired tear 
gas and pepper spray on 
protesters on Sept. 28, it 
caused an upsurge in sup¬ 
port and brought tens of 
thousands of Hong Kong 
residents onto the streets. 
On Sunday afternoon, a 
man who wanted the pro¬ 
tests to end climbed up 
to the top of a pedestrian 
walkway over a key road 
that has been at their epi¬ 
center and looked as if he 
might jump if student lead¬ 
ers didn’t meet with him. 
He used a megaphone to 
berate protesters for stop¬ 
ping him from getting to 
work and his three children 
from going to school, and 
later brandished a box cut¬ 
ter. 

While he was still up there, 
rumors circled on social 
media and the pro-de¬ 
mocracy Apple Daily re¬ 
ported that he was in fact 
a stuntman who had been 
hired to disrupt the pro¬ 
tests. What purported to be 
his photo in the stuntman's 
register was circulated. 

But the Hong Kong Stunt¬ 
man’s Association denied 
on Tuesday that the stunt¬ 
man, identified as Leung 
Siu Hung, was the man in 
question. 

“It doesn’t look anything 
like him. He’s much fitter,” 
spokeswoman Rita Yeung 
said by phone.

A police force that state 
and federal officials accuse 
of being infiltrated by drug 
gangs patrolled the streets. 
Into this combustible mix 
came the students from a 
radical rural teacher’s col¬ 
lege that had defied drug 
cartel extortion in the past. 
Well-known for blocking 
highways and other pro¬ 
tests, they arrived with plans 
to solicit donations from 
passers-by.

AP journalists visited the buri¬ 
al pits on a wooded hillside. 
They are a mile (1.5 kilome¬ 
ters) up a narrow, muddy 
path from the nearest house, 
indicating that the victims 
must have walked to their 
death. It would have been 
nearly impossible for the kill¬ 
ers to drag dead bodies up 
the steep path.Q

Puerto Rico 
cop pleads in 
robbery case 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — A former Puerto 
Rico police sergeant 
has pleaded guilty to in¬ 
volvement in an armed 
house robbery. Jorge 
Fernandez Aviles was ac¬ 
cused of driving a patrol 
car with two other police 
officers to a home where 
authorities said they stole 
a stash of cocaine in July 
2012 with help from a ci¬ 
vilian. Police said the offi¬ 
cers falsely claimed they 
were executing a search 
warrant. Fernandez was 
accused of receiving a 
portion of the proceeds 
after the cocaine was 
sold. The 49-year-old 
pleaded guilty on Tues¬ 
day to robbery and 
firearms charges. Three 
other police officers also 
have pleaded guilty in 
the case.Q 

Puerto Rico 
priest Viera 
pleads guilty 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) —A defrocked priest 
in Puerto Rico accused 
of lewd acts involving a 
13-year-old boy has ac¬ 
cepted a plea deal as 
his trial was set to begin. 
Edwin Mercado Viera 
pleaded guilty to aggra¬ 
vated assault and now 
faces between three to 
eight years in prison. He 
is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced on Nov. 21. The 
53-year-old was a popu¬ 
lar figure in the Diocese 
of Arecibo before he 
was accused of fondling 
the genitals of a 13-year- 
old altar boy in 2007. 
Prosecutors were pre¬ 
paring to select the jury 
when Mercado entered 
his plea on Monday. He 
was one of six defrocked 
priests from the Are¬ 
cibo parish. Authorities 
in the U.S. territory are 
investigating at least 17 
other priests and eight 
dioceses facing similar 
allegations.□

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Nadal to play in Shanghai despite appendicitis

SHANGHAI (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal is counting on antibi¬ 
otics to control his appendi¬ 
citis so he can get through 
the Shanghai Masters this 
week. 

The second-ranked Nadal 
began feeling pain in his ab¬ 
domen late Saturday, and 
the next day went to the 
hospital where he learned 
he had the early stages of 
appendicitis. 

Nadal said on Tuesday he 
chose to try treatment with 
antibiotics rather than un¬ 
dergo surgery right away. 
He felt well enough to begin 
hitting again, he said. 

The 14-time major winner 
said the risk of his condition 
getting worse after three 
days of steady improve¬ 
ment "is always very, very 
low." 


"I am not going to go for 
surgery. That's great news 
for me today. That's why I'm 
here practicing for 45 min¬ 
utes, and trying to play to¬ 
morrow. But obviously I am 
not in my best condition," 
he said. 

Nadal said he will talk with 
his doctors when he returns 
to Spain after the tourna¬ 
ment about whether he will 
need to have the appendix 
removed. 

“My idea is take it out, but 
you can imagine that I 
didn’t (think) much about 
that yet. I am here in Shang¬ 
hai. I just want to try. Then 
when I go back home, I will 
talk about the situation with 
my doctor," he said. 

The Spaniard is playing just 
his second tournament 
since returning from a two- 
month layoff due to a wrist 
injury. After missing the sum¬ 


mer hard-court season, in¬ 
cluding the defense of his 


title at the U.S. Open, Nadal 
said it was important to get 
back on the court as soon 
as possible so he's back in 
top form before the Aus¬ 
tralian Open in January. He 
reached the China Open 
quarterfinals last week. 

“I don’t expect anything 
from these two tourna¬ 
ments. I expect just to come 
here and play again and 
practice and feel a little bit 
again the competition, try 
to get in rhythm as soon as 
possible,” he said. 

Nadal plays his opening 
match on Wednesday 
against countryman Felicia¬ 
no Lopez. 

Meanwhile, Fabio Fognini of 
Italy lost to a Chinese wild 
card making his ATP Tour 
debut, then bumped into 
him at the net and gave 
an obscene gesture to the 
crowd. 

The No. 17-ranked Fognini, 
a 10-year professional, was 
upset by the 553rd-ranked 
Wang Chuhan 7-6 (5), 6-4. 
After the two shook hands, 
Fognini gave Wang a little 
shove with his arm as they 
crossed paths, then flashed 
his middle finger to the 
crowd upon exiting the sta¬ 
dium. 

The fiery Italian, who was 
fined $27,500 at Wimbledon 
for outbursts during a first- 
round match, has lost five of 
six matches since reaching 
the Cincinnati quarterfinals 
in August. 

Wang said he knew Fog- 
nini’s game somewhat after 


practicing with him in Beijing 
last week, but didn't have a 
lot of confidence heading 
into the match. 

“When I was practicing 
with him before, I found 
he’s more fast-paced than 
me,” he said. “This match 
has really, most importantly, 
helped me get closer to this 
kind of feeling of competing 
with top-100 players. Hope¬ 
fully, next time when I meet 
a top-100 player, I won't 
feel so nervous or feel that 
it's impossible to win.” 

He next plays Tunisian quali¬ 
fier Malek Jaziri, ranked 87th, 
for a spot in the third round. 
Two-time major winner 
Andy Murray was broken 
twice in the second set but 
recovered to defeat Russian 
qualifier Teymuraz Gabash- 
vili 6-1,7-5. 

Murray is playing for the third 
straight week in hopes of 
qualifying for next month's 
ATP finals in London. After 
winning a title in Shenzhen 
two weeks ago and reach¬ 
ing the semifinals of the Chi¬ 
na Open, he now sits in ninth 
place in the standings, just 
outside the eight-man field. 
“In these three weeks, men¬ 
tally, it can be challenging 
to concentrate match after 
match after match,” Murray 
said. “Each day when you 
get up, you have to be on it, 
you have to be ready and 
prepared.” 

Other winners included 
Mikhail Youzhny of Russia, 
Gilles Simon of France and

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Cardinals sink Kershaw again, head to another NLCS

ST. LOUIS (AP) - The St. 

Louis Cardinals tagged 
Clayton Kershaw in the 
seventh inning for the sec¬ 
ond straight time, riding 
Matt Adams’ go-ahead, 
three-run homer to a 3-2 
victory over the Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers on Tuesday 
and a fourth consecutive 
trip to the NL Champion¬ 
ship Series. 

Following their 3-1 win in 
the best-of-five series, the 
Cardinals await San Fran¬ 
cisco or Washington with 
their rotation well-rested 
for the NLCS, which starts 
Saturday. They would 
open at home against the 
Giants or at the Nationals. 
Trevor Rosenthal allowed 
two runners in the ninth 
before getting Carl Craw¬ 
ford on a game-ending 
groundout for his third 
save of the series. At AT&T 
Park in San Francisco, fans 
cheered when the rival 
Dodgers were eliminated. 
An overwhelming fa¬ 
vorite to win his third NL 
Cy Young Award in four 
years, Kershaw’s October 
resume is a wreck. 
Kershaw dropped to 1-5 
with a 5.12 ERA in 11 post¬ 
season games, including 
three relief appearances 
early in his career. He has 
lost four straight starts to 
St. Louis over the past two 
postseasons. 

While the steady Cardi¬ 
nals advanced to their 
ninth NLCS in 15 years, the 
defeat was a huge dis¬ 
appointment for the NL 
West champion Dodgers, 
who finished the regular 
season with a $256 million 
payroll that was $40 mil¬ 
lion higher than any other 
team. 

Los Angeles remains with¬ 
out a pennant since win¬ 
ning the 1988 World Series. 
Kershaw started on three 
days’ rest for the second 


time in his postseason ca¬ 
reer. He was dominant 
into the seventh, as he 
was in Game 1, but again 
started the inning with 
three straight hits. 

The third hit Tuesday 
came when Adams drove 
a curveball on Kershaw’s 
102nd pitch into the right- 
center bullpen to put St. 
Louis up 3-2. Adams thrust 


his hands over his head 
in the batter’s box then 
jumped several times as 
he ran down the first base 
line. A stunned Kershaw 
bent over on the mound, 
head hung and hands on 
his knees. 

”1 had a pretty good idea 
that it was gone,” Adams 
said. 

Kershaw allowed one 
homer to left-handed hit¬ 
ters while going 21-3 with 
a 1.77 ERA in the regular 
season. He gave up two 


to the Cardinals, with 
Matt Carpenter connect¬ 
ing in the opener. The left- 
handed ace is 0-3 with a 
9.72 ERA in his last three 
postseason appearances, 
including St. Louis' clinch¬ 
ing Game 6 victory in the 
NLCS last year. 

Reliever Marco Gonzales 
earned his second victory 
of the series, after getting 


treated for a nosebleed. 
The rookie lefty got Adrian 
Gonzalez on a groundout 
to end the seventh and 
strand two runners. 

Pat Neshek worked a per¬ 
fect eighth for the sec¬ 
ond straight game and 
Rosenthal pitched the 
ninth for a second straight 
day, receiving two visits to 
the mound from catcher 
Yadier Molina and one 
from the pitching coach 
after a shaky start to the 
inning. 


Kershaw had yielded only 
one hit through six innings 
and struck out nine, in¬ 
cluding three in a row in 
the sixth. 

But Matt Holliday opened 
the seventh with a sharp 
single up the middle off 
second baseman Dee 
Gordon’s glove, and 
Jhonny Peralta lined an¬ 
other single before Adams 


homered off a left-hander 
for the first time since July 
7. 

The Cardinals had an NL- 
low 105 homers this sea¬ 
son and left-hander bat¬ 
ters had only eight homers 
against lefty pitching. But 
lefties hit five off Dodgers 
southpaws in four playoff 
games. 

Shelby Miller matched 
Kershaw into the sixth, 
when the Dodgers start¬ 
ed the inning with two 
hits. They scored a run on 


Matt Kemp's double-play 
grounder and added an¬ 
other on Juan Uribe's RBI 
single against Seth Man- 
ess. 

But Los Angeles wasted a 
chance to add on when 
Andre Ethier, playing in 
place of Yasiel Puig, was 
picked off third by Molina 
- a call overturned by vid¬ 
eo review. 


Miller went 5 2-3 innings in 
his first postseason start. 
Both pitchers likely ben¬ 
efited the first few innings 
from late-afternoon shad¬ 
ows mixed with brilliant 
sunlight. 

Kershaw piled up five 
strikeouts the first time 
through the order. The 
Cardinals got the ball 
out of the infield for the 
first time on Carpenter’s 
routine fly on a checked 
swing leading off the 
fourth .Q

“’It could’ve been a very 
big night for us,” Seattle 
coach Pete Carroll said. 
"We came out flying, but 
we were just a little bit out 
of whack.” 

One player who definitely 
wasn't out of whack was 
Russell Wilson, who rushed 
for a career-high 122 yards 
and a touchdown and 
completed 18 of 24 pass¬ 
es for 201 yards with two 
scores as the Seahawks (3- 
1) maintained their domi¬ 
nance in games played 
under the lights. Seattle is 
an NFL-best 21-8 on Mon¬ 
day nights, including nine 
wins in a row. The team is 
also 11-1 in prime time un¬ 
der Carroll. 

Wilson dazzled through¬ 
out, whether it was a de¬ 
signed run or a scramble 
out of the pocket. He had 
rushes of 16, 29, 13 and 22 
in the first two drives. He 
headed for the pylon on 
a clinical zone-read run for 
a 9-yard score in the sec¬ 


ond quarter, giving Seattle 
a 17-0 lead, and pulled off 
two incredible run-for-his- 
life scrambles in the sec¬ 
ond half after the Redskins 
threatened to make a 
game of it. 

"It was like he wasn’t Su¬ 
perman in the second 
half,” Redskins safety Ryan 
Clark said. ”He was, like, 
Clark Kent, half-Superman. 


He still did his thing.” 

But how bad was the Se¬ 
ahawks' penalty bug? It 
wasn't until a 4-yard run by 
Alfred Morris with three min¬ 
utes left in the first half that 
the Redskins’ total yards 
(47) passed Seattle’s pen¬ 
alty yards (45) for good. 

”1 just think it's ‘Monday 
Night Football.' You know, 
the fans are watching and 
everybody wants to see a 


good game, so they're go¬ 
ing to try to make it as close 
as possible,” Seattle safety 
Earl Thomas said. "It’s a 
business.” 

Seattle finished with 13 
penalties for 90 yards, and 
Harvin paid the price. It 
would have been 21-0 if ei¬ 
ther of his would-be touch¬ 
downs - on back-to-back 
plays - had counted in the 
first half. First, his 16-yard run 
to the end zone was wiped 
out by holding on left guard 
James Carpenter, then his 
26-yard catch-and-run was 
negated by a flag for a 
false start on Harvin himself. 
Early in the fourth quarter, 
Wilson hit a wide-open Har¬ 
vin for an apparent 41 -yard 
score, but Carpenter was 
cited again - this time be¬ 
cause he blocked a Red¬ 
skins player who was al¬ 
ready on the ground. 

"It got to the point where 
he had a little talk in the 
huddle,” Seattle receiver 
Doug Baldwin said. "Like, 
‘We need to get things 
straight - because this is ri¬ 
diculous.’” 

Indeed, the Seahawks re¬ 


covered from the third 
overturned TD. Wilson 
scrambled every which 
way - and nearly past the 
line of scrimmage before 
retreating - and hit Luke 
Willson for a 19-yard gain, 
and punter-holder Jon 
Ryan ran 5 yards on a fake 
field goal on fourth-and-1. 
The Redskins pulled within a 
touchdown on Kirk Cousins’ 
6-yard pass to Andre Rob¬ 
erts with 3:35 to go, but the 
Seahawks took the ensuing 
kickoff and marched back 
down the field. Wilson con¬ 
verted a third-and-4 with 
another scramble, evad¬ 
ing Ryan Kerrigan and 
tumbling backward as he 
found Lynch for a 30-yard 
gain. 

And there was no flag. 

"I don’t know what the 
heck happened on that 
play,” Carroll said. “’For 
everybody to be right 
and not grab somebody 
or do something wrong in 
the midst of all the chaos, 
and we come out of it with 
about a 40- or 50-yard play 
or whatever it was, it was 
phenomenal.

Chapter One, Prescriptions 
from Paradise, Introduction 

to Biocompatible Medi¬ 

cine , By Carlos M. Viana 
Although pharmaceuti¬ 
cals have a valued place 
during a life-threatening 
emergency, they change 
the body’s chemistry and 
are therefore not the treat¬ 
ment of choice for all med¬ 
ical conditions. Instead, 
alternative treatments are 
used by holistic physicians, 
who view humans as be¬ 
ings of light and energy 
and evaluate disease from 
a broad perspective that 
takes into account many 
aspects of bodily process¬ 
es.

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Mobile revolution shakes up Silicon Valley

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Smartphones, tablets and 
other gadgets aren't just 
changing the way we live 
and work. They are shaking 
up Silicon Valley’s balance 
of power and splitting up 
businesses. Long-estab¬ 
lished companies such as 
Hewlett-Packard Co. and 
eBay Inc. are scrambling to 
regain their footing to bet¬ 
ter compete against mo¬ 
bile-savvy trendsetters like 
Apple and Google, as well 
as rising technology stars 
that have built businesses 
around “cloud comput¬ 
ing.” 

That term covers a swath 
of Internet-driven services 
that shifted technology 
from the days software us¬ 
ers paid a one-time fee to 
buy and install programs 
on individual machines 
where they also stored all 
their data on hard drives. 
But with the advent of the 
“cloud,” people can now 
rent software to use over 
the Internet. This enables 
customers to access docu¬ 
ments, pictures and other 
vital information from any 
kind of Internet-connected 
device, a convenience 
that's become a necessity 
during the past few years 
as people increasingly rely 
on smartphones and tab¬ 
lets instead of laptop and 
desktop computers. 
Business software makers 
such as Salesforce.com 
Inc., VMware Inc. and 
Workday Inc. built their en¬ 
tire business models around 
the cloud. All have deliv¬ 
ered impressive revenue 
growth that turned their 
stocks into hot commodi¬ 
ties. Online storage services 
Dropbox and Box have yet 
to go public. But they have 
been minted with big valu¬ 
ations from venture capi¬ 
talists who believe they will 
thrive amid the increased 
usage of mobile devices 
and cloud-computing ser¬ 
vices. Meanwhile, Apple 
Inc. and Google Inc. are 
prospering from the rise of 
mobile devices now that 
their competing software 
systems — iOS and Android 
— run most of the smart¬ 
phones and tablets in the 
world. Apple now reigns as 


the world's most valuable 
company at roughly $600 
billion while Google ranks 
third at about $400 billion. 
Google is developing an¬ 
other way to make money 
off the cloud-computing 
movement: leasing some of 
the servers in its data cen¬ 
ters to mobile application 
and Web service providers. 
Amazon.com Inc. has been 


plored three years ago only 
to back off after CEO Meg 
Whitman concluded the 
company would be stron¬ 
ger if it held on to the PC 
division. 

That conclusion reflected 
a long-standing belief that 
companies are generally 
better off when they have 
an array of products to ap¬ 
peal to the various needs 


starts to swing back the 
other way. You start to sell 
off pieces because it be¬ 
comes unmanageable as 
a business." Yahoo Inc., a 
long-struggling company 
that built one of the Inter¬ 
net's best-known brands, 
currently faces pressure

Since Apple ignited the 
tablet market with the 2010 
release of the iPad, the an¬ 
nual revenue in HP's per¬ 
sonal computer division 
has plunged by more than 
20 percent. That downturn 
is a key reason why HP's 
market value has fallen by 
about $55 billion, or 40 per¬ 
cent, since the iPad’s re¬ 
lease. In an effort to adapt, 
HP said Monday that it will 
split off its PC and printer 
operations and form a sep¬ 
arate company tailored 
to business software and 
services for the cloud-com¬ 
puting age. The spin-off is

Insiders seen 
most at fault in 
data breaches 

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) — A new study says that most 
breaches of personal data in Europe over the past de¬ 
cade were due to errors and abuse committed by an 
organization’s employees, not hackers. 

Researchers at the Central European University's Cen¬ 
ter for Media, Data and Society found that 226 million 
personal records were compromised in 30 European 
countries since 2005, with Britain, Norway, Germany and 
Greece among those with the most cases. 

The study’s author, Philip Howard, said 57 percent of the 
incidents reported were attributed to organizational er¬ 
rors, insider abuse or mismanagement, while “clear acts 
of theft” by hackers accounted for 41 percent of the 
breaches, with 2 percent unspecified. 

The report also found that, in Europe, 56 personal records 
were compromised for every 100 Internet users.□ 
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Stocks slide on global growth concerns

NEW YORK (AP) — The pros¬ 
pects of weakening global 
growth weighed on the 
stock market Tuesday. 

U.S. growth may be 
strengthening, but the out¬ 
look elsewhere is far less 
encouraging. On Tuesday 
the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund trimmed its fore¬ 
cast for global economic 
growth. A surprisingly weak 
report on industrial produc¬ 
tion in Germany, Europe’s 
biggest economy, added 
to the concerns. 

Industrial companies, 
whose fortunes are closely 
tied those of the global 
economy, led the sell-off. 
Government bonds ral¬ 
lied as investors snapped 
up safe assets, pushing the 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note close to 
its lowest level of the year. 
After a weak September, 
the slump in stocks is show¬ 
ing no signs of abating in 
October. The Standard 
& Poor’s index has now 
dropped almost 4 percent 
since closing at a record 
Sept. 18. 

“Investors have become 
a bit more cautious about 
earnings and about the 
pace of global growth,” 
said Kate Warne, a princi¬ 
pal at Edward Jones, an 
investment firm.

SodaStream run

AP Food Industry Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — SodaS¬ 
tream says it isn’t winning 
over enough new custom¬ 
ers in the U.S. and reported 
preliminary sales that fell 
short of Wall Street expec¬ 
tations. 

The company's stock tum¬ 
bled 21 percent to $21.90 
in afternoon trading. Over 
the past year, its stock has 
lost more than half its val¬ 
ue. 

CEO Daniel Birnbaum 
said Tuesday that the Is¬ 
raeli company’s U.S. busi¬ 
ness underperformed in 
the third quarter because 
of lower-than-expected 
demand for its soda mak¬ 
ers and flavors. While it 
successfully established a 
base of repeat users in the 
U.S., Birnbaum said SodaS¬ 
tream isn't attracting new 
users at the rate the com¬ 
pany would like. 
SodaStream International 
said revenue for the third 
quarter is expected to be 
about $125 million. That's 
down from $144.6 million 
a year ago, and below 
the $153.6 million analysts 
expected, according to 
FactSet. The company 
is scheduled to report fi¬ 
nal results for the period 
Oct. 29. Birnbaum says 
the company has shifted 
its focus to play up SodaS- 
tream’s “health and well¬ 
ness” benefits. SodaStream 
has touted its machines 
as a cheaper, more envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly alter¬ 
native to buying bottled 
or canned drinks such as 
Coke and Pepsi. It has been 
trying to make a splash in 
the U.S. and advertised in 
the last two Super Bowls, 
with the latest commer¬ 
cial featuring actress Scar¬ 
lett Johansson. Although 
the machines are in just 1 
percent of U.S. homes, the 
company has noted it’s in 
as many as 25 percent of 
homes in Sweden. 
Depending on the model, 
SodaStream machines 
cost between $80 and 
$130 and are powered by 
C02 cartridges, which cost 
about $30 and need to be 
replaced after a certain 
number of uses. □

Wal-Mart cuts health benefits 
for certain part-time workers

NEW YORK (AP) — Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc., America’s 
largest private employer, 
plans to eliminate health 
insurance coverage for 
some of its part-time U.S. 
employees in a move 
aimed at controlling rising 
health care costs. 

Wal-Mart told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that starting 
Jan. 1, it will no longer of¬ 
fer health insurance to 
employees who work less 
than an average of 30 
hours a week. The move 
affects 30,000 employees, 
or about 5 percent of Wal- 
Mart’s total part-time work¬ 
force, but comes after the 
company already had 
scaled back the number 
of part-time workers who 
were eligible for health in¬ 
surance coverage since 
2011 . 

The announcement comes 
after Wal-Mart said far 
more U.S. employees and 
their families are enrolling 
in its health care plans than 
it had expected following 
rollout of the Affordable 
Care Act, better known 
as Obamacare, which re¬ 
quires most Americans to 
have health insurance or 
pay a penalty. Most Ameri¬ 
can workers still rely on 
their employers for health 
care, though low-income 
earners can receive fed¬ 
eral subsidies for insurance 
in states that accepted 
them. 

The announcement follows 
similar decisions by Target, 
Home Depot and other 
big retailers to completely 


eliminate health insurance 
benefits for part-time em¬ 
ployees. 

“We had to make some 
tough decisions," Sally 
Welborn, Wal-Mart’s senior 
vice president of benefits, 
told The Associated Press. 
Welborn said she didn’t 
know how much Wal- 
Mart will save by dropping 
part-time employees, but 
added that the company 
will use a third-party orga¬ 
nization to help part-time 
workers find insurance 
alternatives: “We are try¬ 
ing to balance the needs 
of (workers) as well as the 
costs of (workers) as well as 
the cost to Wal-Mart.” 
Wal-Mart, which employs 
about 1.4 million full- and 
part-time U.S. workers, says 
about 1.2 million Wal-Mart 
workers and family mem¬ 
bers combined now par¬ 
ticipate in its health care 
plan. And that has had 
an impact on Wal-Mart’s 
bottom line. Wal-Mart now 
expects the impact of 
higher health care costs to 
be about $500 million for 
the current fiscal year, or 
about $170 million higher 
than the original estimate 
of about $330 million that it 
gave in February. 

But Wal-Mart is among 
the last of its peers to cut 
health insurance for some 
part-time workers. In 2013, 
62 percent of large retail 
chains didn’t offer health 
care benefits to any of its 
part-time workers, accord¬ 
ing to Mercer, a global 
consulting company. 
That’s up from 56 percent 
in 2009.□

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

The world's biggest smart¬ 
phone maker is suffering 
a financial decline in the 
face of intense competi¬ 
tion from Apple Inc. and 
upstart Chinese brands. 

In a preview to earnings 
due out this month, Sam¬ 
sung Electronics Co. said 
Tuesday that its quarterly 
profit is estimated to have 
fallen to its lowest level 
in more than three years, 
dragged down by weak 
sales of its flagship Galaxy 
phones. 

Samsung became the big¬ 
gest smartphone brand 
on the popularity of ear¬ 
lier Galaxy models. But 


Apple's release of larger- 
screen iPhones last month 
neutralized a key advan¬ 
tage Samsung had. Al¬ 
though Samsung’s phones 
are still slightly larger than 
the iPhone 6 and iPhone 6 
Plus, the gap has narrowed 
enough for Apple to lure 
many Americans who liked 
the bigger Galaxy phones. 
Meanwhile, in emerging 
markets such as India and 
China, local brands are 
making inroads into Sam¬ 
sung’s business, analysts 
say. 

Analysts have repeatedly 
cut forecasts of Samsung’s 
profit this year as Galaxy 
sales lagged expectations. 
They say earnings in the 


quarter ending in Septem¬ 
ber could suffer their big¬ 
gest decline in Samsung's 
recent history. 

In Tuesday's report, Sam¬ 
sung said the median fore¬ 
cast of July-September op¬ 
erating income was 4.1 tril¬ 
lion won ($3.8 billion). That 
was below the median of 
analysts’ expectations of 
5.2 trillion won, according 
to FactSet, a financial data 
provider. It would be a 60 
percent plunge from re- 
cord-high 10.2 trillion won 
a year earlier. 

The decline in Galaxy sales 
has hurt demand for Sam¬ 
sung components such 
as an advanced display 
called OLED. High market¬ 
ing costs are undermin¬ 


ing profits. “The operating 
margin declined due to 
increased marketing ex¬ 
penditure and lowered av¬ 
erage selling price,” Sam¬ 
sung said in a statement. 
The company said it “cau¬ 
tiously expects increased 
shipments of new smart¬ 
phones and strong sea¬ 
sonal demand for TV prod¬ 
ucts.” Samsung estimated 
sales for the July-Septem- 
ber period declined 20 
percent from a year earlier 
to 47 trillion won ($44.2 bil¬ 
lion). That was slightly be¬ 
low analysts’ expectations 
of 50.4 trillion won. 

In January, analysts esti¬ 
mated Samsung's third- 
quarter operating income 


would exceed 10 trillion 
won. That expectation has 
been steadily lowered to 
about half this month. 
Quarterly profit from its 
mobile business, which 
reached 6.7 trillion a year 
earlier, is forecast to be a 
little over 2 trillion won. 

The company needs to re¬ 
vamp its handset designs, 
said Lee Seung-woo, an 
analyst at IBK Securities Co. 
“Rather than seeking sta¬ 
bility, Samsung should seek 
to distinguish (its phones) 
with Galaxy's design poli¬ 
cies,” he said. “The iPhone 
6 will be a significant threat 
to Samsung.” 

The company moved the 
launch of the Galaxy Note 
4, a large smartphone with 


a stylus, to late September 
from October after Apple 
unveiled the iPhone 6 Plus. 
It also began sales of the 
Galaxy Note 4 in China 
last month, getting a few 
weeks’ head start over 
Apple in the world’s most 
populous country. 

Last month, Samsung also 
received upbeat initial re¬ 
sponses to its Galaxy Note 
Edge smartphone, a smart¬ 
phone with a curved side 
screen that can display 
weather, news, apps and 
other information. But the 
supply volume for the Edge 
smartphone will be limited, 
likely not giving a big boost 
to its earnings, analysts 
said.Q

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Study: 

Voice-activation systems distract drivers

Do not Siri and drive. 

New research shows that 
serious distraction can re¬ 
sult when drivers use Siri, 
Apple's voice-activation 
system, to navigate, send 
and receive texts, use 
Facebook or Twitter. Siri, it 
turns out, is not a safe alter¬ 
native to texting-and-driv- 
ing, even when a driver 
doesn’t use the phone. 
And the distraction risks 
happen with other voice- 
activated technologies, 
which are becoming 
more commonplace in 
cars, according to the re¬ 
search, sponsored by the 
AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety. The research, con¬ 
ducted at the University of 
Utah, found that most dis¬ 
tracting voice-activating 
systems flustered drivers to 
the point of them “cursing 
the systems out" for mis¬ 
understanding words and 
commands, said David 
Strayer, a neuroscientist 
with the University of Utah 
who led the research. 

At one point, Strayer said, 
someone testing one of 
the voice-activated sys¬ 
tems “tried to change 
the radio and it instead 
changed the temperature 
in the car.” 

But there is some poten¬ 
tial good news for these 
systems, according to the 
new research. It found that 
some car maker voice- 
activation solutions, in 
particular Toyota’s Entune 


system and Flyundai’s Blue 
Link system, are proving 
less distracting than those 
offered by competitors. 
Those examples show 
“these systems can be 
designed so they aren’t 
very distracting to drivers,” 
Strayer said in a statement. 
Given these systems “are 
here to stay,” he said, the 
goal is to make them “no 
more distracting than lis¬ 
tening to the radio.” 

The Toyota system, for 
example, proved to be 
about as distracting as lis¬ 
tening to a book on tape. 
But others, like ones of¬ 
fered by Mercedes and 
Chevrolet, proved far 
more distracting than us¬ 
ing a handheld cellphone. 
Of all the systems stud¬ 
ied, Siri proved the most 
distracting, more so than 
even using “an error prone 
voice-based menu sys¬ 
tem.” In the study, Siri was 
used by study subjects in a 
driving simulator, with the 
subjects wearing a micro¬ 
phone to interact with the 
system. The latest studies - 
one on systems by specific 
car makers and the other 
on independent systems 
like Siri - follow research 
published last year that 
began to document the 
risks of voice-activated sys¬ 
tems, which are becom¬ 
ing increasingly common¬ 
place. The research also 
comes as a growing body 
of research shows that 
electronic devices can be 
habit forming, to the point 
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of being addictive, mak¬ 
ing it hard for drivers to 
resist their use. 
Automakers have said 
that they are catering 
to consumer demand 
to stay connected in 
their cars and doing so 
with voice-activated sys¬ 
tems in a way that seeks 
to keep driver eyes fo¬ 
cused on the road and 
hands clasped on the 
wheel. Many neuroscien¬ 
tists counter that the risks 
come also from “cogni¬ 
tive distraction,” which is 
that the brain becomes 
divided such that a driv¬ 
er is no longer focused 
on the road, and some¬ 
times with deadly conse¬ 
quences. 

Strayer said he ultimately 
hoped that voice-activa¬ 
tion systems would wind 
up being used by drivers 
only to help with driving- 
related tasks, like control¬ 
ling the temperature in 
the car, or perhaps tun¬ 
ing the radio. 

Fie does not think they 
should be used for social 
interaction, whether 
texting or even talking on 
the phone, which he said 
is not integral to driving.

NEW YORK (AP) — The peo¬ 
ple who chose to look at 
nude celebrity photos that 
hackers posted committed 
“a sexual offense,” actress 
Jennifer Lawrence says in 
an exclusive interview with 
Vanity Fair in its November 
issue. 

The Oscar winner, who was 
among dozens of celeb¬ 
rities whose photos were 
posted beginning on Aug. 
31, attacked both the hack¬ 
ers and those who sought 
out the photos in the inter¬ 
view, which marked the first 
time she had publicly com¬ 
mented. 

“It is not a scandal. It is a 
sex crime," she said about 
the hackers. “It is a sexual 
violation. It’s disgusting. The 
law needs to be changed, 
and we need to change." 
Of those who looked at 
the photos, she said, “Any¬ 
body who looked at those 
pictures, you’re perpetuat¬ 
ing a sexual offense. You 
should cower with shame.” 
The 24-year-old said the 
photos were taken for her 
boyfriend of four years, ac¬ 


tor Nicholas Hoult, adding 
that the hardest phone call 
she had to make was to 
her father, telling him that 
the photos were stolen and 
posted on the Web. 

She said she considered 
writing a statement, but 
each time would “cry or 
get angry.” 

Apple acknowledged 
computer hackers target¬ 
ed and then broke into the 
accounts of Lawrence and 
several other stars whose 
revealing photos were 


posted on sites like Imgur. 
com, Reddit and Twitter, 
among others, during the 
Labor Day weekend; the 
FBI previously confirmed it 
was investigating.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The FX is join¬ 
ing with “American Horror Story" 
producer Ryan Murphy on a true- 
crime anthology miniseries.

NEW YORK (AP) — A play 
about the Columbine High 
School massacre written 
from the perspective of 
the two teen shooters will 
make its world premiere 
in New York next month, 
penned by a playwright 
who was 9 at the time of 
the killings and calls it “a 
watershed moment.” 
Nathaniel Sam Shapiro’s 
“The Erl kings” will begin 
performances on Nov. 9 at 
Theatre Row's Beckett The¬ 
atre. 

The play takes its title from 
a German poem found in 
a journal of one of the kill¬ 
ers. 

The playwright said he uses 
the teen killers' own words 
— culled from chatroom 
logs, homework assign¬ 
ment, teacher’s notes and 
diaries — to paint portraits 
of two troubled kids, not 
monsters. The play never 


depicts the shootings. 

“The first step in dealing 
with this is in a larger social 
context is to acknowledge 
our kinship with these peo¬ 
ple,” said Shapiro, a Brown 
University graduate who 
earned a master’s in play¬ 


writing from New York Uni¬ 
versity in the spring 
Eric Harris, 18, and Dylan 
Klebold, 17, opened fire 
at Columbine High School 
in Littleton, Colorado, kill¬ 
ing 12 classmates and a 
teacher and wounding two

dozen others before killing 
themselves in the school’s 
library in 1999. 

Shapiro said that many of 
the popular perception of 
Harris and Klebold— that 
they were members of a 
Trench Coat Mafia and 


targeted popular jocks 
and African-Americans — 
turned out to be false. 

“It's kind of incumbent 
upon us to swallow our 
pride or move past our 
own issues and try to reach 
out to these people. Learn¬ 
ing about Eric and Dylan, 
one thing that sticks out is 
that I don't think anyone 
reached out to them." 

The play will star Em Gro- 
sland as Harris and James 
Scully as Klebold. 

It will be directed by Sa- 
heem Ali, who was an as¬ 
sistant director on Broad¬ 
way's “The Normal Heart” 
and “A Free Man of Color” 
at Lincoln Center Theater. 
Shapiro recalls his school’s 
dynamics changing pro¬ 
foundly after Columbine 
but then watched sadly as 
more school shootings oc¬ 
curred — Sandy Hook Ele¬ 
mentary School, Oikos Uni¬ 
versity and Red Lake Senior 
High, among them. □ 


ABC's ‘World News' 
breaks a ratings streak

NEW YORK (AP) — As it did 

in the morning two years 
ago, ABC News has bro¬ 
ken a long-running winning 
streak by its rivals at NBC 
News. 

ABC’s “World News" beat 
NBC’s “Nightly News” in 
viewership last week, only 
a month after David Muir 
took over as anchor from 
Diane Sawyer. NBC’s Brian 
Williams-led newscast had 
ruled for 263 consecutive 
weeks, a streak that began 


in September 2009, and for 
310 of the past 311 weeks. 
Last week ABC’s broadcast 
averaged 8.42 million view¬ 
ers, while NBC had 8.25 mil¬ 
lion, the Nielsen company 
said. 

In 2012, ABC’s “Good 
Morning America” broke 
an even longer winning 
streak in the morning by 
NBC’s “Today” show. Now 
ABC consistently wins in 
the morning, a changing 
of the guard that has been 
particularly lucrative for 
the Disney Co.-owned net¬ 


work. 

ABC has been creeping up 
in the evening ratings the 
past several months, often 
winning among the 25-to- 
54-year-old demographic 
that advertisers consider 
valuable, even though 
most evening news viewers 
are older than that. 

“We're proud of the qual¬ 
ity of the broadcast we 
produce every night and 
the stories we tell,” NBC 
News spokeswoman Erika 
Masonhall said. “In an in¬ 
creasingly complex world, 
‘Nightly News’ is the place 
our audience can turn to 
for credible, authoritative 
news they can trust.” 

ABC News did not com¬ 
ment on the ratings turn¬ 
over. 

NBC suggested its rival’s as¬ 
cension may be short-lived. 
The network said it was 
particularly hard hit last 
week by competition with 
the baseball playoffs be¬ 
cause they impacted mar¬ 
kets where “Nightly News” 
is stronger than “World 


News." For example, NBC 
said its ratings were off by 
50 percent in Los Angeles 
on Friday, while the ABC 
newscast was down by 
only 4 percent. 

NBC said it lost some 
200,000 to 300,000 viewers 
last week in markets where 
local teams were in the 
baseball playoffs. ABC’s 
margin of victory last week 
was 166,000. 

People at the ABC and 
NBC newscasts are in the 
midst of an intense rivalry, 
albeit one conducted pri¬ 
marily in whispers. Much of 
it stems from news consul¬ 
tant Andrew Tyndall, who 
said in a report last winter 
that “World News” has be¬ 
come “Disneyfied,” or less 
interested in foreign affairs 
and politics with a heavier 
concentration of lifestyle, 
celebrity or sports stories. 
The report angered many 
at ABC. 

Tyndall, whose company 
monitors the content of 
evening newscasts, said 
ratings volatility can be 


expected in the next few 
months as viewers become 
accustomed to Muir in the 
role. 

During his first month as an¬ 
chor, Tyndall said “World 
News” spent 38 minutes in 
total discussing the wars in 
Iraq and Syria, compared 
to 62 minutes for “Nightly 
News” and 89 minutes for 
the “CBS Evening News.” 
However, Tyndall said there 
is evidence that NBC has 
“diluted" its hard news ap¬ 
peal since Muir took over, 
running several celebrity 
profiles. 

“NBC’s celebrity focus in 
September may be a sign 
that this middle ground is 
beginning to feel squeezed 
and that it has to compete 
more and more on ABC's 
turf,” Tyndall said. “If so, 
it runs the risk of incurring 
more defections from those 
looking for serious contents, 
not to Muir, but to the ‘CBS 
Evening News.’”

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Apple’s Irish Luck

A few weeks ago, the gover¬ 
nor of Nevada, Brian Sandoval, 
signed into law a tax “incentive 
package” that his administra¬ 
tion had negotiated with Tesla, 
the electric car company. Tesla 
is planning to build a giant fac¬ 
tory to manufacture the batter¬ 
ies that power its cars, and Ne¬ 
vada was one of five states that 
were competing fiercely to land 
the plant. 

It ultimately offered a stagger¬ 
ing $1.25 billion package of tax 
breaks that includes sales tax 
abatements for the next two 
decades, 10 years of property 
tax abatements and nearly $200 
million in transferable tax credits 
that Tesla could sell to Nevada 
companies that wanted to lower 
their own tax bills. Although Elon 
Musk, Tesla’s chief executive, 
insisted that at least one of the 
other states had offered an even 
richer tax package, it is clear that 
the tax breaks Nevada came up 
with played an important role in 
landing the Tesla factory. 

In reading this week about Ap¬ 
ple’s tax dealings in Ireland, I 
found myself reflecting on the 
tax deals that U.S. states cut all 
the time with companies they 
are trying to lure. It’s not all that 
different. In a sense, what Ireland 
has been doing is the global 
equivalent of what the states 
do to attract business. And that 
is especially true in the case of 
Apple. 

Ireland has long had one of the 
lowest corporate tax rates in Eu¬ 
rope; it’s currently 12.5 percent. 
That low rate, the Irish believe, 
helped attract industry and cre¬ 
ate the country’s boom in the 
years leading up to the financial 
crisis. 

But it did a lot more than simply 
offer a low corporate tax rate. It 
set itself up as a kind of European 
tax haven, so that companies 
like Google, Facebook, Micro¬ 
soft and others could, in effect, 
buy an Irish address to which 
they could transfer a great deal 
of their intellectual property and 
route profits accrued elsewhere 
through the Irish subsidiary. This is 
called transfer pricing. Compa¬ 
nies could also take advantage 
of other loopholes in the Irish tax 
code to get their tax bill consid¬ 
erably lower than 12.5 percent. 
As The New York Times report¬ 
ed in a groundbreaking article 


two years ago - and the Sen¬ 
ate Permanent Subcommittee 
on Investigations confirmed last 
year - Apple takes advantage 
of every tax break Ireland offers. 
But according to the European 
Union’s competition commission¬ 
er, Joaquin Almunia, in a letter 
released this week, the company 
went a step further in its dealings 
with the Irish tax authorities. 

In 1991, Apple essentially nego¬ 
tiated how much tax the com¬ 
pany would pay. It did so after 
it had explicitly “mentioned by 
way of background information 
that Apple was now the largest 
employer in the Cork area with 
1,000 direct employees and 500 
persons engaged on a sub-con¬ 
tract basis,” again according to 
Almunia’s letter. Apple also ac¬ 
knowledged that it had “no sci¬ 
entific basis” for the amount of 
tax it was willing to pay. The deal 
was then “reverse engineered” 
so that Apple’s profits would wind 
up in the range that would yield 
the suggested taxes. (Apple now 
has 4,000 people working in its 
Cork manufacturing plant, the 
only Apple-owned factory in Eu¬ 
rope; its tax deal with Ireland was 
reworked in 2007.) 

With the recent outcry over cor¬ 
porate tax loopholes, the EU de¬ 
cided to take a closer look at 
some of its members’ tax deal¬ 
ings that had been flagged in 
the media. In addition to Apple 
and Ireland, it is looking at Fiat 
in Luxembourg and Starbucks in 
the Netherlands. And while the 
Apple case is far from over - in¬ 
deed, both Apple and Ireland 
insist they did nothing wrong - Al¬ 
munia, at least, has concluded 
that Apple’s tax deal with Ire¬ 
land amounts to “state aid.” Un¬ 
der European Commission rules, 
countries are not allowed to 
subsidize companies in ways that 
give them advantages over oth¬ 
ers in the country. 

Here then is one difference be¬ 
tween what transpires in the U.S. 
and what transpires in Europe: 
The EU has rules intended to pre¬ 
vent nations from giving unjusti¬ 
fied tax breaks to companies. “In 
Europe there is now a mecha¬ 
nism to prevent the most harm¬ 
ful abuses” of the tax code, said 
Matthew Gardner, the executive 
director of the Institute on Taxa¬ 
tion and Economic Policy. It has 
taken a while - and required an 
outraged public to spur it on - 
but the EU finally seems intent on 
curbing excesses like Apple’s tax 
deal in Ireland. 

In truth, most tax subsidies don’t 
make much sense - not for coun¬ 
tries and certainly not for states. 
“There is a lot of work that shows 
that tax subsidies vastly overpay 
for the jobs they create,” said 
Edward Kleinbard, a law profes¬ 
sor at the University of Southern 
California and the author of the 
recent book “We Are Better Than 
This: How Government Should 
Spend Our Money.” 

It’s a good thing that the EU is try¬ 
ing to curb unjustified tax breaks. 
Maybe it’s time to do the same 
here.Q

The Walrus and the Politicians

Let’s consider the walrus crisis. 
They’re piling up in Alaska. About 
35,000 walruses have formed 
what looks to be a humongous 
brown ball along the northern 
coast. A mass of critters, some 
weighing 4,000 pounds, are 
pressed shoulder to shoulder - or 
flipper to flipper. 

Normally, they’d be sitting on 
chunks of ice, periodically flop¬ 
ping into the water to hunt for 
snails and clams. But the ice has 
melted away, and now they’re 
stuck on land. 

On the plus side, walruses are 
gregarious creatures who like to 
snuggle. The situation is, there¬ 
fore, less dire than it would be if 
you had 35,000 extremely large 
human beings squashed togeth¬ 
er on a beach, competing for 
food. But they’re nervous. 

“A Russian friend of mine said he 
saw a rabbit - or a tiny lemming - 
come near and it caused a stam¬ 
pede,” said Margaret Williams of 
the World Wildlife Fund. “Then 
the little calves get squished. It’s 
just so unnatural for them to be 
so close to one another.” 

I believe we all would rather see 
the baby walruses in happier 
circumstances. Also, this is obvi¬ 
ously the sign of worse things to 
come: melting ice, higher sea 
levels, warmer oceans, screwed- 
up weather patterns. 

How should we react? Several 
options: 

A) Adopt a walrus family! If every 
town pitches in, we’ll have this 


solved in a minute. They can eat 
6,000 clams in a single meal, so 
be sure to stock up. 

B) Take this as a signal to get real¬ 
ly serious about global warming. 

C) Let’s not get carried away. But 
maybe we could try to cut back 
on forest fires. Forest fires definite¬ 
ly make things hotter. 

The last one is a somewhat snarky 
adaptation of the climate- 
change portion of an energy 
plan recently unveiled by Gov. 
Bobby Jindal of Louisiana, one 
of the Republican Party’s many, 
many current presidential hope¬ 
fuls. Louisiana does not suffer from 
a walrus problem. However, part 
of the state is sinking into the sea 
at a rather rapid rate, and you’d 
think he’d have some strong feel¬ 
ings about global warming. 

No sirree. Jindal thinks climate 
change is just a “Trojan horse” 
for leftists who want to mess with 
freedom of choice. But there is, 
you know, the forest fire idea. 
You’d think that the people in 
charge of the states where cli¬ 
mate change was wreaking the 
most havoc would be in the fore¬ 
front of the battle to push it back. 
But no. 

In Alaska, entire towns are begin¬ 
ning to disappear under the rising 
seas. Roads are buckling as the 
permafrost starts to melt. Polar 
bears, which used to like to hang 
out on those ice floes themselves, 
are land bound, hungry and on 
the prowl. 

Sen. Mark Begich, a Democrat, 
has been forthright about the ter¬ 
rible impact climate change has 
had, while slightly dodgy about 
exactly what he wants to do to 
about it. His opponent, Dan (“the 
jury’s out”) Sullivan isn’t sure ex¬ 
actly what the heck is going on. 
He assured one Alaska newspa¬ 
per that “there is no concrete 
scientific consensus on the extent 
to which humans contribute to 
climate change.” 

Actually, there’s a pretty good 
consensus. A vast, vast majority 
of climate scientists say that hu¬ 
man beings are causing all or 
part of the changes in climate 
that are making life miserable 
for the walrus and destroying the 


bayou country in Louisiana. 

Also, causing the drains in Miami 
Beach to back up with saltwater, 
sending the ocean running down 
the streets. Florida has its own Re¬ 
publican presidential hopeful in 
Sen. Marco Rubio. 

“I do not believe that human ac¬ 
tivity is causing these dramatic 
changes to our climate the way 
these scientists are portraying it,” 
he told ABC News. 

(Jeb Bush is from Florida, too. For 
the record, Bush’s opinion on 
global warming is that it “may be 
real.”) 

There was a time when Repub¬ 
licans were leaders in the fight 
to slow climate change - par¬ 
ticularly for the concept called 
“cap and trade,” which had a 
marketplace-friendly tilt. Among 
the co-sponsors of a cap-and- 
trade bill in 2007 was Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski, R-Alaska. Murkowski is 
now an independent, having lost 
her party’s nomination in 2010 to 
a Tea Party favorite who com¬ 
plains about “climate-change 
alarmists.” 

These days, it takes courage for a 
Republican to acknowledge that 
human beings have anything to 
do with climate change at all. 

“If you felt that was a big prob¬ 
lem, you would think everybody 
in the world would be interested 
in going down this path, but I 
don’t see any evidence of it so 
far,” said the Senate minority 
leader, Mitch McConnell, help¬ 
fully. 

Pressed on the issue during a re¬ 
cent interview with The Cincin¬ 
nati Enquirer, the man who hopes 
to become majority leader of the 
Senate next year said staunchly: 
“I’m not a scientist.” 

Also on the record as not being 
a scientist: Rick Scott, the gov¬ 
ernor of Florida, and Marco Ru¬ 
bio. Florida is absolutely awash 
in backed-up ocean water and 
elected officials who are not sci¬ 
entists. Louisiana has a rapidly re¬ 
ceding coastline and a governor 
who’s afraid of the energy indus¬ 
try. Alaska has drowning villages 
and a political establishment in 
denial. 

We are the walrus. □

To me it's the best pasta 
dish of fall: those late night¬ 
shades, eggplant and to¬ 
mato, cooked until melt- 
ingly tender, sweet and bit¬ 
ter at the same time, with 
plenty of anise-y basil and 
salt in the form of grated or 
small-diced ricotta salata. 
For whatever reason, it’s 
called pasta alia Norma - 
created in Sicily, it's said, 
as a tribute to an opera, it’s 
said - but it’s hard to believe 
anything more complicat¬ 
ed than that eggplant and 
tomato have been cooked 
together since they were 
grown together, and that 
their sauciness made them 
a natural on pasta. Most 
recipes are not recipes at 
all, but reveal themselves 
naturally, in the course of 
things. 

I make pasta alia Norma all 


the time, starting in August 
and ending when the last 
eggplants leave the mar¬ 
kets. 

I make it slow and I make it 
fast, I make it carefully and 
I make it hastily. And truth 
be told, I make it well and 
I make it badly. I made it 
with a friend a couple of 
weeks ago who suggested, 
since there was time, that 
I slow-roast the tomatoes. 
They were cherries, and 
tiny, and would become 
incredibly wet on the stove, 
so it was a good idea to 
get rid of some of the mois¬ 
ture in hopes of producing 
a drier, thicker base. 

I sliced them in half and 
put them, with salt and oil, 
in the oven for a couple 
of hours, the last hour with 
a piece or two of crushed 
garlic. When it was almost 
time to eat, I sliced in a 
half-dozen or so fairy-tale 


eggplant, the wonder¬ 
ful variety that’s become 
popular and prevalent this 
year. Those I cooked in oil 
until they were soft, then 
drained them. 

I tossed them with the to¬ 
matoes, thinned the sauce 
a tiny bit with pasta water 
and put it in a bowl with 
the pasta and cheese and 
basil. 

As I said, I make this dish all 
the time -1 offered a differ¬ 
ent version of it last year. 
But never has it been better 
than made with those slow- 
roasted tomatoes. Try it. 

PASTA ALLA NORMA 

Time: 3 hours, most of it un¬ 
attended 

Yield: 2 sizable or 4 smaller 
portions 

20 to 30 cherry tomatoes, 
depending on size, cut in 
half 

Olive oil 


Salt 

Thyme sprigs, if you have 
them 

2 cloves garlic, lightly 
crushed and peeled 
12 small eggplants, about a 
pound total, trimmed and 
cut in half the long way 
300 grams of pasta, about 
2/3 pound 

2 to 3 ounces ricotta salata, 
grated or diced small 
20 basil leaves, torn 

1. Heat the oven to 275 de¬ 
grees. Put the tomatoes in 
one layer in an ovenproof 
pan and drizzle them liber¬ 
ally with oil, then salt and 
sprinkle with thyme sprigs, 
if using. Roast for about 
an hour, then stir and roast 
for another half-hour or so. 
When tomatoes are shriv¬ 
eled, add garlic, turn down 
heat to 225 degrees and 
roast for at least another 
hour. They should not cook 
completely dry; if they 


threaten to overcook, turn 
the heat down or pull them 
out. Fish out the garlic if you 
like. 

2. Sizzle the eggplant in 
about 1/4 inch of oil over 
medium heat. The oil 
should bubble steadily. 
Turn eggplant as needed 
until nicely browned. Drain 
on paper towels, and when 
cool enough to handle, cut 
roughly into strips. 

3. Meanwhile, bring a large 
pot of water to boil for the 
pasta. Add the eggplant 
to the tomatoes and stir. If 
the sauce is too thick, thin it 
with a bit of the pasta wa¬ 
ter. 

Cook the pasta and warm 
a serving bowl. At the bot¬ 
tom of the bowl put half 
the sauce and half the 
ricotta salata. Add the 
pasta and the remaining 
sauce, cheese and basil 
and toss. □
